该 丛书 由 美国 Townscnd Press 出 版 ,我 社 原 版 引进 ,并 根据 中 国学 习 者 特点 做 了 些 改 编 。 与 时 下 
图 书 介绍 的 单词 记忆 方法 不 同 ， 该 从 书 的 作者 们 倡导 的 是 根据 认 知 原理 ， 通 过 积极 学 习 (active 
learning) 来 熟悉 党 握 单 词 的 方法 。 具 体 步 骤 是 : 首先 ， 作 者 把 要 介绍 的 8 个 或 者 10 个 生词 置 于 两 道 
练习 题 中 , 让 学 习 者 通过 语 境 ， 利 用 单词 所 在 上 下 文中 的 例证 、 同 义 词 、 反 义 词 等 线索 ,推测 〈infer) 
或 是 猜测 〈guess) 生词 的 意义 。 其 次 ， 就 是 通过 大 量 的 、 反 复 的 、 多 类 型 的 练习 ， 帮 助 学 习 者 由 推测 
性 猜测 词义 ， 通 过 搭配 练习 (matching words with definitions) 来 识别 词义 (identify each word's 
meaning) ， 通 过 完成 向 子 、 同 义 、 反 义 或 是 类 比 (analogy) 关系 选择 以 及 完 形 填空 等 练习 ， 让 学 习 者 
不 断 接 触 该 生词 并 在 各 种 场合 中 不 断 运 用 它 ,， 从 而 达到 理解 、 巩 国 、 掌 握 并 最 终 自 然而 然 地 记忆 单词 
的 目的 。 在 整个 过 程 中 ， 学 习 者 是 一 个 积极 主动 的 参与 者 ， 而 不 是 一 个 被 动 的 记忆 者 。

According to research, lt ls not enough to See a word in context. At a _ certain polint, lt ls helpful as well 
to see the meaning of a word. The matching test provides that meaning, but it also makes you look for and 
think about that meaning. In other words，it continues the active learning that 1s yoOUT Surest Toute to 
learning and remembering a word. 

_Note the caution that follows the test. Do not Proceed any further until you are Sure that you know the 
correct meaning of each word as used in context. 

Keep in mind that a word may have more than one meaning, In fact，sSome words have qulte a few 
meanings. (If you doubt it, try looking up in a dictionary.、 for example, the word make or dramw.) In this 
bpook，you w1l focus on one common meaning fofr each vocabulary word.

At the bottom of the last page of this chapter ls a box where you can enter yoOuUTr Score for the fnal two 
checks. These Scores Should also be entered into the vocabulary performance chart located on the inside 
back page of the book. To get your score, take 109% off for each item wrong. For example, 0 wrong = 
100%. 1 wrong = 90%p, 2 wrong = 80%, 3 wrong = 70% ,4 wrong = 60%, and so on. 
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Word parts are bullding blocks used in many English words. Learning word parts can help you to spell 
and pronounce words, unlock the meanings of unfamiliar words, and remember new words. 

This book covers forty word parts 一 prefixes, sufflxes, and roots. Prefixes are word parts that are put 
at the beginning of words. When written Separately，a_prefix ls followed by a hyphen to show that 
something follows 1t. For example, the prehx extra 1S written like this: exfra-. One common meaning of 
efra- 18S "beyond,，as in the words extracuUrricuiar and exrtirasesoOry. 

Suffixes are word barts that are added to the end of words. To show that something always comes 
before a suffx,，a hyphen is Placed at the beginning. For instance, the Suffix cide 1Ss written ]ike this: -cide. 
A common meaning of -cide is'killing,”as in the words Pormaicide and genocide. 

Finally, roots are word parts that carry the baslic meaning of a word. Roots cannot be used alone. TIo 
make a compiete word,，a_ root must be combined with at least one other word part. Roots are written 
without hyphens. One common root ls dorwzaz,， which means sleep，as in the words dorrzamt and dormazitiory. 

Each of the four chapters on word parts follows the same Sequence as the chapters on vocabuljary do. 
Keep the following guidelines in mind as well. To find the meaning of a word part， you Should do two 
things. 


1 First decide on the meaning of each boldfaced word in “Ten Word Parts in Context,， If you dont 
know a _ meaning，use context clues to find 1it. For example，consider the two Sentences and the 
answer Options for the word part azite- Or az- in Chapter 6. Write the letter of your cholce.
